Despite serenely shaded 
neighborhoods;. acres of 
open fields and casual at- 
mosphere here, newcomers 
to the valley had best be 
prepared for one thing in 
nearly every city: growtii. 

In all likelihood, it was a 
half decade of un- 
precedented growth which 
brought them here and the 
same trends are expected to 
bring tens of thousands 
more in the next decade. 

The 1980 U.S. Census 
revealed that only one West 
End city failed to grow at a 
furious rate between 1970 
and 1980. Although nearly 
1,100 new homes were built 
in Montclair, the population 
officially shrank 3.7 percent 
from 22,546 to 21,716. 

No other city had that 
kind of stability. 

Ontario had the next 
lowest growth rate — about 
32 percent — but that meant 
an influx of more than 20,- 
000 people. Population 
figures went from 64,118 to 
84,784. 

Upland boasted a 39 per- 
cent growth rate, from 32,- 
551 to 45,321 and Chino’s 
population swelled from 20,- 
411 to 39,265 — a full 92

Two cities — Ontario and 
Upland — and San Bernar- 
dino County collaborate to 
provide library service for 
the West End area. 

And in some cases, where 
the patrons can’t go to the 
library, the library — in the 
form of a bookmobile — 
goes to the patrons. 

County Librarian Bar- 
bara Anderson said the 
county library system has 
25 branches and four 
bookmobiles. 

County branches in the 
West End include Fontana, 
Rancho Cucamonga, Chiro 
and Montclair. Bookmobile 
service is provided in Chino 
Hills, Guasti, Etiwanda and 
parts of Fontana and On- 
tario. 

Anderson ,_ Said 
bookmobiles visit “retine- 
ment homes, mobile home 
parks, labor camps and 
other places where people 
can’t use the traditional. 
library service. 

She explained that under 
state law, counties may es- 
tablish their own library 
systems, as has been done 
in this county. Under the 
same law, individual cities 
may establish their own 
libraries or cities may con- 
tract with the county to 
provide library service. 

Thus, Ontario and Upland 
operate their own libraries 
and Fontana, Rancho 
Cucamonga, Chino and 
Montclair have agreements 
with the county.

Fontana Unified 

Overcrowded conditions ate expected to continue in 
the Fontana Unified School Ristrict. 

Over 13,350 students are e ted to attend classes 
when school opens Sept. 14. 

Thirteen elementary schools, three junior highs and 
one high school will be open for students. The district 
also has one school for students with learning 
disabilities. 

This summer the district is moving more relocatables 
onto its campuses to house over 1,000 additional students. 

A new elementary school is expected to be completed 
in September 1982. 


Chino Unified 

There will be a reduction in the number of students 
attending year-round classes in the Chino Unified School 
District during 1981-82. 

Instead, the district will offer more ‘“‘standard”’ tract 
classes for its 14,500 students. School begins Sept. 14 for 
those on the standard tract. It began July 27 for the year- 
round students. 

In addition, the district will open a new elementary 
school in south Ontario. 

The district has 11 elementary, two intermediate 
schools and four high schools. It also operates an adult 
education facility. 


Rancho Cucamonga schools 

All four elementary districts serving Rancho 
Cucamonga will begin their school years Sept. 14. 

The Etiwanda School District, which serves the 
eastern portion of the city and parts of Fontana, has one 
intermediate and one elementary scheo!. Approximately 
600 students are expected to attend classes next fall. 

Rancho Cucamonga’s rapid growth in the late 1970s 
had little effect on the district, but future development is 
expected to make a significant impact in the number of 
students attending classes there. 

Nearly 2,700 students are expected in the Central 
~~ District which operates in the middle portion of 
the city. 

The district has one junior high and three elementary 


schools. 

Starting times for students have not yet been arranged 
because of possible changes in the busing program. 

In the southern portion of the city, the Cucamonga 
School District operates two elementary schools and one 
middle school. 

A school for preschoolers, special education students 
and kindergarten students is also available.

The Alta Loma School District, which serves students 
in the northern sections of Rancho Cucamonga, expects 
approximately 4,500 students when school begins. 

That figure marks a leveling-off in the number of 
students. The Alta Loma School District was hard-hit 
several years ago when new housing developments in the 
city caused overcrowded classrooms. 

District officials hope to open the new Deer Canyon 
School during Christmas vacation. Students who will 
attend the school will attend either Alta Loma School or 
Jasper school until that time.

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On the morning of Sept. 
12, 1910, a stocky blond On- 
tario editor named Fred E. 
Unholz began writing the 
first editorial for his new 
daily newspaper. He wrote, 
in part: 

“Modern conditions de- 
mand that daily newspapers 
be printed. All our neigh- 
bors have them. If the ad- 
vertisers of Upland and 
Ontario knew how we have 


: been besieged to start a dai- 


ly, they would at least real- 
ize what advertising in such 
a paper is worth. 

“Believe us, we are not 
starting this paper because 
we are particularly fond of 


work. We have always. 


found about all we wanted 
to attend to on a weekly. 
Our patrons demand such a 
paper, however, and we are 
making our feeble effort at 
giving them what they 
want. 

“With things adjusted af- 
ter a time, we hope to im- 
prove the paper and make 
the daily in the same class 
as the weekly now published 
by this company, the best 
thing possible for a town the 
size of Ontario.” 

The size of Ontario was 
then 4,274. Upland’s popula- 
tion was a mere 2,364. Yet 
the two communities ap- 
peared to be ready for a dai- 
ly newspaper. 

It was called the Daily 
Republican on inception, a 
name which was changed in 
1912, when two brothers, 
Cromble. and H.L. Allen, 
bought the property. They 
wanted something less par- 
tisan at the top of their 
front page. They searched 
the titles of American news- 
papers and could find no du- 
plication of the name finally 
chosen —- The Daily Report. 
In its first listing in Ayer’s 
Directory, the paper was 
termed independent. 

The Daily Report was 
founded in a : baaieatiy agri- 
cultural community which 
had been established in 1883 
by two engineering broth- 
ers, George and William 
Chaffey, who immigrated tc 
the area from Canada.

The Daily Report’s fore- 
Tunners were published 
weekly. The first was the 
Ontario Fruit Grower, 
printed in Riverside by I.M. 
Holt when Ontario ‘was no 


years, The Grower adver- 
tised the irrigation colonies 
of Etiwanda and Ontario to 
the eastern United States. 

The second was the Onta- 
rio Record. In 1885 young 
E.P. Clarke came to survey 
the Model Colony in its third 
year and to decide whether 
it could support a local pa- 
per. The two stores and a 
scattering of houses made 
him skentical. He doubted 
“whether I could find 25 
subscribers here.” But he 
went ahead and installed his 
press in the spare corner of 
a lumber warehouse. The 
weekly continued to be pub- 
lished for the next 78 years. 

In his first year, Clarke 
claimed a circulation of 500. 
.Two years later the town 
had 1,500 in population and 
the Record claimed 768 sub- 
scribers. 

Still standing is the dai- 
ly’s first home at the north- 
west corner of Lemon 
Avenue and Holt Boulevard, 
then A Street. These four 
pages a day were cranked 
out on a flatbed press. This 
excellent local organ played 
an important role in the co- 
lony’s development. 

In 1897 the Clarke broth- 
ers bought the Riverside 
Press and soon after that 
the Ontario paper was left 
to a new editor, A.A. Pid- 
dington, who had been on 
the staff more than 10 


years. 

Meanwhile, in 1888, the 
Ontario Observer had been 
launched by.a fiery Demo- 
crat, R.J. Blackburn, whose 
clever comments gave an 
added spice to life in gener- 
al. In 1898, soon after 
George Chaffey’s return 
from Australia, he bought 
both papers combining 
them as the Record Observ- 
er. R.C.P. Smith became 
the editor and later 1S. 
Watson took over duties 
from May 3, 1901 to Sept. 5, 
1902. With the Sept. 13 issue 
it was again called the On- 
tario Record, becoming a 
‘semi-weekly from June 3, 
1903 to Feb. 27, 1904. The pa- 
per was published weekly 
after that time until 1963. 

The Daily Report entered 
a new era more than four 
decades ago with a change 
in ownership. In 1930, the 
Allens soid io Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank B. Appleby, who be- 
came publisher. Appleby

Daily Report was acquired 
by the Progress Bulletin 
Publishing Co. in Pomona. 
That firm was owned by

The younger brother be- 
came the publisher of The 
Daily Report. 

An immediate expansion 
program was begun and 
more than $600,000 was 
spent for a new pressroom 
with a 64-page Scott rotary 
press, and for remodeling of 
existing facilities. Work 
was completed in Novem- 
ber 1966, and during the fol- 
lowing January, a $30,000 
PDP-8 Computer for justi- 
fying, hyphenating and 
spacing unjustified punch 
tape was installed. 

In November 1967, both 
the Progress Bulletin and 
The Daily Report, along 
with the other six Progress 
Bulletin papers in the Po- 
mona Valley, were pur- 
chased by the Donrey 
Media Group. Donald W. 
Reynolds became The Daily 
Report’s president. The ti- 
tle of publisher was abo- 
lished and Bill Metcalf, a

The city, he said, has the 
potential to build 2,895 more 
houses and 862 more 
apartments. 

According to Gary 
Collins, Chino associate 
planner, that city imposed a 
‘housing moratorium a year 
ago. Also, the economy has 
put a damper on home con- 
struction but. commercial 
and industrial 
developments are booming. 
“We've been getting much 
larger buildings than we did 
in the past.” 

He said the average size 
of a Chino industrial or 
commercial: building used 
te be about 5,000 square 
feet. Now 100,000 square 
feet is no longer surprising. 

Montclair is ‘‘pretty 
stable,” according to Direc- 
tor of Community Develop- 
ment Rob Clark. ‘In the 
comm: i and industrial 

we have a 35 percent vacan- 
cy factor in what is 
available... Residentially 
we have about 30 percent 
expected growth.” 

“Population-wise | we've 
stayed almost stable over 
the last 10 years. We've 
been adding households but 
the population has remain- 
ed about, the same.” 

Montclair, he said, is sur- 
rounded on all sides but the 
south by other cities so 
there is little room to ex- 


pand. 

The city’s strong point is 
commercial development, 
he said. It contains the 
Montclair Plaza and 
Montclair Entertainment 
Plaza. ‘‘We’re in a _ for- 
tunate situation having @ 
regional center in the 
area,” he said. 

But growth isn’t limited 
to just new buildings. Glenn 
Rankin, manager o1 tie Ga- 
tario office of the Employ- 
ment Development Depart- 
ment, feels jobs count too. 
“For the future, things look 
real good. We haven't had 
any fabulously big places 
move in lately but there are 
new places moving in all the 
time.”’ 

Current unemployment 
rates in the valley are. ac- 
tually a little higher than 
either the federal or state 
average but the local rate 
has been dropping during 
the last year and Rankin 
said the recent flurry of in- 
dustrial and commercial 
development could signal 
better economic times for 
the West End. 

The local rate is now 
about 7.9 percent, com- 
pared:to 7.6 percent 
nationally and 6.5 percent 
for the state, Rankin said. 
But last year the valiey rate 
was 8.6 percent while. the. 
state was 7.6 percent. 


“I personally think the 
future of the West End is 
better than the rest of the 
two-county (San Bernardino 
and Riverside counties) 
area,” he said. ‘“‘What with 
the airport expansion I 
can't help but think ours. 
will be better.”’

The city of Ontario has a_ 
labor force of 34,975 and 32,- 
902 of them are employed, 
he said.

“A year ago, in June 1980, 
14,300 claims were filed but 
this year about 13,000" 
claims have been filed; so 
you. see,,.it’s down for the 
year,’’ he said. ; 

The types of jobs » 
available haven’t changed 
too much except for 
agriculture, according to 
Rankin. Farming is no 
longer king in the West End. 
“I can remember 10 years 
ago “this wffieewwould fur-.. 
nish 800 or 900 people for 
two weeks to a month for 
grape harvests. Now we 
provide. .a couple of hun- . 
dred.”
